war lu the encyclopedia at school. We 
found that la the war between Ger- 
many and Prance In 1870-71, Germany 
lost in killed and wounded 28,000 sol- 
diers while France lost about six times 
as many, and beside* that, she lost 
every battle. We asked Professor Slo- 
cum why this was. He suid that the 


j German arruy was highly trained and 
' ably commanded, while the French 


I soldiers were poorly trained; and that 


their war department was honey- 


• combed with Jealousy and politics; 
| that the officers were not much good, 


i nnd that's why France lost the war 


and so many men. What do you think 
about It, Uncle Dan?" 


"Well," said Uncle Dan. "Professor 


Slocum is right. By Inefficiency France 
lost that war, together with two of 
her best provinces—Alsace and Lor- 
raine—and had to pay a billion dol- 
lars indemnity money. France today 
learned her lesson by that sad ezpe- 


( rience. so she put in universal military 


training, and as a result, her soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. They are losing 
less men In the war than the Germans. 


' France also put politics out of her war 
| department, so that expert authority, 
i instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
i directs the arnty. 
The result is. 


i France has one of the best and most 


efficient armies every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means in warfare. 
This saved France in this crisis, as 
well as the liberties of the world." 


"As war is now conducted, there is 


no place for an untrained man. A 
body of 10,000 well trained soldiers 
properly handled could defeat five 
times their number of raw recruits and 
do it every time with comparatively 
small loss to themselves. Proper train- 
ing alone will reduce the death and 
casualty rate one-third of what it oth- 
erwise wonld be, and right here is an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 


"Our government has no moral right 


to force her men Into war service 
without properly training them for it. 
To do so is simply murder, hence the 
frantic effort that is now being made 
to give her soldiers some training be- 
fore they are sent to the front If we 
are to win this war, it will take trained 
men to do it, and itawill take trained 
men to win any otfcejf war that may 
come upon us in tft8p|^rture. It we 
must fight, let us fight,% win and not 
to lose." 
i~c' 
"That's the stuff," said Blllie. 
Continuing. Uncle Dan said: "Our 


government has expended about $300,- 
000,000 to put up cantonments and 
training stations in order to train the 
men called by the selective draft. 
When these men are trained the train- 
ing stations should be immediately 
filled with younger men, say those in 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
months of intensive military train- 
ing along the b'nes of the Chamberlain 
bilL This will be of immeasurable 
benefit to them Individually. It will 
do them more good than any other two 
years of their whole life; it will make 
them strong, manly, self-reliant, quick 
to see and quick to act; it will equip 
them for a successful life. In short, 
it will rebuild American manhood and 
will also give the government a body 
of trained men to draw from in case 
it is necessary to defend our flag and 
country. We must settle this question 
of universal military training Imme- 
diately, otherwise these training camps 


, may be demolished. The adoption of 


universal military training will be no- 
tice to the world that from then on 
we will be prepared to defend our- 
selves promptly and efficiently,' and 
this will do more to keep us out of 
war in the future than anything else 
we could do."

Graham, "that there will ever be an- 
other warf 


"I have no doubt about It," said 


Uncle Dan. "So long as men are 
selfish, so long as nations are ambi- 
tious to acquire territory, so long as 
population presses and demands more 
room, so long as there remains a 
scramble for world trade—so long wars 
will be. When the time comes that 


! we reach the high plane for which we 


hope and dream, when all will recog- 
nize the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, then, and then 
only, will wars cease. Wfcen that day 
comes doors will need no locks, banks 
will need no vaults to protect their 
treasures, but that day Is • long way 
off. 


•The only safe and sue plan is to 


be able to defend ourselves at all 
limes. Therefore, every citizen should 
insist that »«enators and congressmen 
shall provide for universal military 
training, so that never again shall the 
•country be caught so completely un- 
ready as this war found ns. For- 
tunately, in this case, ow enemy has 
bwn held back, so we have had a few 
months in which to prepare. Tblgad- 
vant«ge probably will never come 
again. It Is however our salvation 
today.

"Illlumluating engineers are now

The Name of Arizona. 


Arizona, probably Arizonac hi its 


original form, was the native and prob- 
ably IMiaa name of the place—of a hill, 
valley, stream or some other local fea- 
ture—just south of the modern bound- 
ary. In the mountains still so called, on 
the headwaters of the stream flowing 
past Saric, where the famous Plancbas 
de Plata mine was discovered in the 
middle of the eighteenth century, the 
name being first known to the Span- 
iards in that connection and being ap- 
plied to the mining camp or real de 
minas.

ly close race on the liquor issue. 
"With approximately 400 precincts to 
hear from the "wets" have a lead of 
2613 votes, but it is claimed that this 
advantage will be overcome and that 
the final figures will place Ohio in 
the "dry" column.

979, which isi a dry gain of 368 over 
the vote of 1915. 


The provisions of the initiative 


and referendum permit the liquor 
issue to come before the people 
again next year, and should the de- 
cision of yesterday (assuming that 
the state is dry) be reversed, then it 
impossible to so frame the measure 
as to completely nullify the action 
of November 6. However, should the 
"wets" be defeated next year the 
action of yesterday will stand and 
Ohio will become "bone-dry" in Feb- 
ruary, 1919. Those who oppose pro- 
hibition are already looking forward 
to the battle of 1918, and on the 
other hand the "drys" are now dis- 
cussing the future action of congress 
looking to nation-wide prohibition, 
and are also, talking, of the election 
of the -next Ohio legislature and 
connty officials who may be depend- 
ed upon to enforce the provisions of 
the prohibition law. 


Early returns in Newark pointed 


to a close race between-Mr.'Atherton 
and Mr. Jordan, for mayor, but the 
final count showed that the Demo- 
cratic candidate bad a lead of 500 
over Mr. Murphy, while the Inde- 
pendent candidate ran a close third. 
The election resulted in a victory 
for Henry C. Ashcraft, Democrat, for 
city solicitor, to succeeed Ralph Nor- 
pell, Republican, While A. Nelson 
Dodd will jracceed ..himself as city 
auditor. -,. StrS ^F^ye was re-elected 
treasurer. 
R. L. Williams, Demo- 


crat, defeated Dr. Keller for presi- 
dent of the..council. 


Peter W. Faust, Democrat; T. A. 


Bazler and Frank Knauber, Repub- 
licans, are elected councilmen-at- 
large, while the following ward 
councilmen were chosen:

Bert O. Horton. former clerk of

COLD WINTER SIGNS.

There* is always a great deal of 


predicting by old-fashioned prognos- 
;icators at this time of year, of what 
kind of a winter we are 
going to 
lave. 
Some are saying the winter 


will be a cold' one, because the corn 
lusks and the fur on the animals are 
thicker than usual. It sounds reas- 
onable. 
But, it 
really isn't. The 


corn husks and the fur are thicker 
Because we had a cool summer, not 
because we are going to have a cold 
winter. 
Then too, these wiseacres 


say the birds left 
early and that 


means a long,, cold winter, which is 
also arguing from a lack of knowl- 
edge. Most .birds have a certain time 
for leaving .the northern latitudes 
and leave on ehedule time, irrespec- 
tive of the -weather. The swallows 
go while we are still drinking ice tea 
and hunting the shady side of the 
street. But the hardier Birds, like 
the .robins", bluebirds, meadowlarks, 
stay as long as the food supply is 
jood. 
A well-fed bird is a warm 
iird. 
That is why we 
sometimes 


have large flocks of robins wintering 
With its even in zero weather. On 
the -other hand, the fact that we are 
over 700 degrees 'behind on temper- 
ature for-the year doesn't mean that 
this will be all straightened out this 
year. It may take 10. So the only 
thing to do is to sit tight and take 
what comes. A warm winter would 
be pleasant, but a cold one is better 
for us.

of our food consumption is waste, 
but it is pretty safe to say that if 
every one of UB economized in the 
use of foodstuffs to the degree thit 
is practicable, we should have an 
abundance even for the extraordinary 
demands which the war makes upon 
our supplies.

USE CHOPSTICKS 
IN JAPAN 


Old Custom Prevails Among Poorer 


Classes, While the Rich Have Eu- 


ropean Knives and Fork*. 


The nse of chopsticks is general W 


fepan, except among the richer classes, 
who have adopted European knives and 
iorks, and, to some extent, the Euro- 
>ean cuisine, London Tit-Bits says. 
5mall bowls of china or lacquered 
wood are the usual table equipment. 
After the various solid portions of the 
'ood have been lifted to the month 
with chopsticks the liquor remaining 


sipped from the bowl. In the case 


of rice, which would be tedious to pick 
rp grain by grain, the bowl Is often 
raised to the mouth and the rice shov- 
eled or poshed in with the chopsticks. 
It is also customary to pour a little 
:ea into the rice bowl after it has been 
nearly emptied, and in tilts way the 
few remaining grains of rice are 
washed down as the tea is drunk. 


At public places the chopsticks at 


each meal must be new; this is indi* 
cated by the fact that the chopsticks 
are made from ofle, piece of wood and 
are left joined, together, as were 
matches at one time. These new chop- 
sticks are incased ,& a thin paper en- 
velope, sealed at the-end, and bearing 
Fapanese character^advertising either 
the hotel or some-firm that has fur- 
nished them free to?'the proprietor for 
the sake of the publicity thus gained.

Insects Carry Disease. 


Our knowledge of tie connection of 


insects with diseases a very modern 
acquisition. 
In his presidential ad- 


dress to the Washington Academy of 
Sciences, Dr. L. O. Howard noted that 
standard medical works of a score of 
years ago made no mention of the sub* 
lect, but recent literature records 226 
different disease germg as known to 
have been carried by insects to man or 
animals, 87 organisms as known to be 
parasitic in insects but not known to 
be transmitted, and 282 species of in* 
sects as discovered causes or carriers 
of diseases of man or animate. The 
transportation by wind of the body- 
louse, the carrier of typhus fever, la 
among late discoveries to which many 
writers have given attention. 
Tick 


paralysis is another novel subject, the 
disease occurring In Australia, Africa 
and North America, and 13 cases have 
been reported by a single Oregon physi- 
cian. Progressive-paralysis of motor 
bat not sensory nerves follows the at- 
tachment of the tick. The disease ia 
not Infectious, and It has not been de- 
cided whether It Is due to a specific 
organism or to nerve shock. Infantile 
paralysis is believed to be one of the 
diseases not canted by Insects.
